The house rules commltlee lias received 
warning that "the peace and security of the 
United Sliitps Is deflnilcly In danger" rrom 
the activities o( certain sclciUlflc societies. 
This dtre alarm was ralsert by Ernie Adam- 
Bon, chief counsel al the house un-American 
activities committer- It was jms-sed on to the 
public by Rep. J. Parnell Thomas, another 
committee member. 

The report which curried this warning 
B masterpiece ol Innuendo, Its source was 
the testimony of army security officers at 
Oak Bldge, Tenn., officers of the scientific 
societies, and others. Its purpose wofi to stall 
congressional action toward puttlnft atomic 
energy under civilian control. Its overtones 
were ominous, as they doubtless were in- 
tended to be. 

But when you put the accusations down 
In print, they look eonslclerably le.sn dire, 
Bclentillc and engineering personnel, separ- 
ated from government .service on the atom 
bomb project, have organized small groups 
Jn various cities which "continue to cooper- 
ate with scientific societies whose headqi 
ters are located Inside the reservations at 
Oak Bldge," It Is charged. 

It ia further charged that the Oak Ridge 
AOclettes are made up of "young men who 
are classified as scientific r&scarcherJi and 
engineers," and that their purpose is to 
create "some form of world government" and 
support International clTillan control 
manufacture of atomic materials. 

Also It Is charged that these young men 
ore opposed to aimy supervision of Oak 
Bldge, that they have communicated with 
persons outside the United States and that 
(horrorsl) they Intend to keep on doing 

One la evidently supposed to read between 
the lines and discover that the accused are 
conspiring In their various scientific cells to 
give away atomic bomb secrets to Russia. 
But the evidence presented la scarcely cap- 
able of filling one with Immediate terror as U 
Jhe country's peace and security. 

Hie formBtlon ol sclentillc societies and 
the exchange of scientific Information are 
old and honored customs, and envisioned in 
the future intematlonni development o 
atomic resources, 

"Some form of world government" la ad- 
vocated by a good many wise and distin- 
guished persons, including former Supreme 
Court Justice Owen Roberts. 

The treasonable notion of international 
civilian control of atomic research and In- 
duatry is backed by, among others, the Presi- 
dent of the United States. 

Objection to army supervision Is neither 
new nor criminal. And If communicating 
with persons outside this country la wrong 
In the eyes of congressional investigators, 
then several million Americans had better 
start quaking in their boots. 

One wonders what Mr. Adamson, Mr 
Thomas and Rep. John B. Wood, the un- 
American activities committee chairman, 
favor doing with the men who helped work 
the atomic miracle. Do they consider all 
scientists suspect? Would they keep these 
men Incommunicado at Oak Ridge? Do they 
think that the government has no concern 
with keeping atomic secrets and guarding 
our security, and that the whole burden must 
fall upon the doughty wltch-huntera of the 
Wood-Rankin committee? 

The whole thing would be laughable If It 
were not an Insult to the accused. Fortun- 
ately, It Is not likely that these porous hints 
of treason will frighten many of the Investi- 
gators' colleagues Into supporting the weak- 
ening and generally unpopular fight for mili- 
tary control of atomic energy.
